Regulation Affecting Our State—in Interview

With Our Congressman.

Since the return of Hon. Thomas 


Wren, M. 0., from Washington, no- 
available opportunity has presented 
Usulf, until to-day, ior a member of 
(he Leader staff to converse with him 
and obtain his views on the interests 
of onr State, affected by the Forty- 
fifth Congress. We found Mr. Wren 
in his office, reidy and willing to 
undergo the interviewing process. 
After a brief exchange of salutations, 
we plunged at onoe into \be midst of 
the subject. Mr. Wren speaks with 
»|1 the forae and directness which his 
appearance and his ordinary inter- 
course with his fellow-townsmen lias 
rendered so familiar to us all. We 
prefer to let him tell the story of his 
participation in passing events in his 
own language: 


THE SILVEB IBIIiL. 


The first and most important meas- 


ure passed during the session of 
Congress just closed was, of course, 
the bill remoneticing silver. The 
bill is not all that the friends desired, 
bat it was the best that oould be 
passed and will doubtless be amend- 
ed at the next session of Congress so 
place the coinage of silver on an 
equality with gold. The enemies of 
rernoantizatian published before the 
passage of the bill tha>. it would ruin 
our credit abroad.; that onr bonds 
would fall from eigbt to ten per 
cent, in the markets of tne world; 
that all of the gold would be drawn 
out of the (Jolted States; that the 
price of gold would rise and the 
price of currency and silver fall, and 
other ovils, too numerous to mention, 
overtake the country. On the other 
hand, the "silver men" contended 
that oar credit abroad would not be 
injured by the passage of the bill, 
that the price of gold would fall; 
that it would not be driven from the 
country, that the silver dollar would 
be at par with gold and the green- 
back nearly at p ir. Senator Jones, 
the great leader of the remonetiza- 
tion movement, was sperinlly em- 
phatic in urging the latter vipws, 
and.results have completely verified 
their correctness 
Immediately af 
ter the passage af the bill oar bomls 
rose in Europe aad at home. The 
priae of gold fell 
The silver d liar 


has been at par with gold from the 
time the first dollar was coined until 
tbe present, aud greenbacks have 
been practically at pur nearly ever 
since 
Owing tu the small quantity 


of silver ooiiiod under tlie bill up to 
tbe present time, and 'he very ro- 
marfcable action of tbe Secretary of 
the Treasury, the value of silver bill 
lion has remained at about its price 
at the time the bill passed, but the 
drain ol silver to India and China 
and the demand for coinage at horns, 
to say nothing of u probtbld resump- 
tion of silver coinage in Prance and 
othe European Stite5), will, within a 
.year, restore silver bullion to its 
price at tbe time it was demonetized 
by this country. 


TIMBER BILLS. 


Nest in importance to this State 


were tue timber bills passed. The 
one providing for the sale of non- 
timber lauds, the otber authorizing 
our CH1ZPO8 tu cut timber fur uiin 
ing-and agricultural purposes upon 
the mineral-bearing timber lands 
As tue law stood before the passage 
of these bills our oitiEons were liable 
lobe prosecuted, fined and impris 
•oneil fur cutting timber on tbe pub 
Jio lands in this State. Most of the 
timber laads are mineral bearing and 
reserved from sale, except as min- 
ing claims. Had the law as it stood 
been enforced, mining in the middle 
and eastern parts of the State would 
have been brought to a otand-still 
Tue danger seemed imminent from 
the course of the Secretary of the 
Interior in some of the mining States 
and Territories 
Wood and timber 


taken from the public lands was 
aeizoii under his direction in Mon- 
tana and California, and prosecutions 
were commenced against the parties 
cutting u. The bill, introduce! by 
myself, granting this State lands for 
HOUOO! purposes in lien of those al 
ready granted-but unavailable, was 
reported favorably, 
with 
amend 


menu, by the Committee OB Publio 
.Lands, and will pass at the next 
session, I have DO doubt. 


The usual appropriation was made 


for our Mint, aud something addi- 
tional for new boilers and boiler 
house. 


RAILROAD IiEOISIiATION. 


A bill, very stringent in its pro-' 


visions, was passed to compel tbe 
Union and Central Pacific Railroad 
Companies to or ate a sinking fund 
to pay off their (tret-mortgage bonds 
and save the Government from loss 
for advances made. 


FREIGHT!) AND FARES. 


No bill was passed to regulate 


freights or fares on those roads, bat 
a bill creating and appointing three 
commissioners for the purpose of 
regulating freights and fares on all 
roads subsidized by the Government, 
was introduced by Mr Rioe, of Mas- 
sachusetts, and discussed, and one 
was reported by Mr. Reagan, of 
Texas, Chairman of the Committee 
ou Commerce, embracing every rail 
road in the United Stales running 
in more than one State, and very 
full und sweeping in the reforms pro- 
posed against excessive charges and 
discrimination. This was discussed 
at considerable length, excited a 
groat deal of interest and goes over 
to tbe next session. The Texas Pa- 
cific, or "Tom Scott's road,"so called, 
did not come up so as to o-Ive a fair 
test of its strength in any form, but 
a competing road is generally fa- 
vored. 


THE TARIFF QUESTION. 


The tariff question is one of greater 


importance to this State than many 
of our people suppose. 
The Wood 


bill, so called, was a monstrosity and 
met the fate it deserved. 
Its author 


started out with tbe proposition that 
a tariff should be for revenue only 
aad not for protection, except suih 
as might be accidentally afforded in 
raising revenue. Yet it raised the 
duties, already high, on sugar and 
rice products, almost exclusively of 
tbe Sonth. 
It lowered the duty on 


copper to a point tbat would have 
ruined the copper interests of Mich- 
igan and strangled the infant copper 
mining of this State, destined to be 
of considerable importance in the 
future, if properly fostered, and left 
the tariff on lead, largely a product 
of Missouri, untouched. 


The tariff on wool was placed so 


low that the price of the qualities 
produced in this State would have 
been reduced one half. 


The tariff on other metals, such 


as antimony,< was reduced to a point 
that would have made tbe opening of 
mines in this State ia the future an 
impossibility. 


But these are only some of the 


milder features of the bill 
Its effect, 


if it had passed, would have been to 
utterly rum many branches of mann 
faotures, particularly in New Eng- 
land, towards which section a good 
deal ol malice was shown by tbe 
Democratic side of the House during 
tbe session. 


THE NEXT HOU3E. 


The complexion of the next House 


is very uncertain. If a fair election 
were possible in the Sonth it would 
uncjiieHUouably be Republican. 
At 


leant twenty Congressional districts 
in that section are overwhelmingly 
Republic in, bat it is generally be- 
lieved amongst thoaa best informed 
th&t the bnlldosing element of the 
Democratic party in the South will 
not permit the Republicans to vote. 
.Should this prove true, the contest 
for supremacy in the House will be 
very close. 
The Democrats have 


gerrymandered both Ohio and Mis 
s>ouri in tin) interests of their parly, 
and will probably secure an addi 
tional 
representation 
from 
those 


States. 
On the other band the 


course of the Democratic majority in 
the House, especially the raising of 
the Pottur Committee, has oousoli 
dated tlin Republican party, alarmed 
the independent voters of the North, 
and i.i many oises moJeiate und eou- 
strvatlve Democrats, and made n 
largo g>in of Republican members 
in the North a certainty, 


. THE CHINESE. 


A fifood deal of interest was mani- 


fested during the cession, on the Re- 
publican *>ida of the House, lelative 
to the Chinese' question, aad from 
expression" oC opinion' I heard, por- 
tion! irly (iraong the Now Euglanj 
members, from whom we expected 
the most opposition. I have very lit 
tlo doubt Ibut most Republicans will 
vote to restrict Chinese immigration, 
and from pxpresaions I heard on the 
Democratic side, that the bill report 
ed for that purpose will pass tte 
House easy next Winter. 


A movement was made during the 


session last Winter, before the Com- 
mittee .on Coinage, Weights and 
Measure, to secure a report in favor 
of discontinuing tbe coinage of trade 
dollars, probably for the purpose of 
bearing silver bullion. It was easily 
defeated in committee by a fair and 
full presentation of the merits rela- 
tive to its coinage and of its use in 
Clima.

CYPRUS. 


England having gained possession 


of this important key to the route to 
her East Indian possessions, upon 
her agreeing to protect Turkey's in- 
terests in Asia, a brief history of the 
island will be interesting rending: 


It in situated in the northeast cor- 


ner of the Mediterranean, and about 
44 miles from tbe coast of Syria. It 
is 140 miles long and 50 broad at the 
widest point, containing aa area of 
3,678 square miles. Its present pop- 
ulation is estimated at 200,000, a large 
portion of whom are Greeks. The 
interior of the island is traversed by 
a range of mountains, the 'highest 
point of which rises 7.000 feet above 
sea level. These mountains are cov- 
ered with vast forests of timber. The 
soil is generally fertile, but not well' 
irrigated. The staple products are 
cotton, wheat, tobacco, silk, wine 
and fruit. Lexicographers say that 
perhaps no country in the world has 
changed masters so many times, or 
holds within its bosom tbr relic of so 
many civilizations. lu ancient times 
Cyprus was devoted to worship of 
Aphrodite or Venus, who was fabled 
to have risen from the se». Cyprus 
was conquered by the Phoenicians 
1100 B c., and in turn came into the 
posse joion of the Assyrians, Egypt- 
ians, Persians, Romans, Saracens, 
the Crusaders, "Venetians, until final- 
ly acquired by the Turks, in 1573, 
who have constantly held in until 
the present. Cyprus has been an in- 
teresting field of archaeologists, as 
beneath its soil is the tomb of differ- 
ent civilizations found in the buried 
cities, containing vast quantities of 
marbles, coins, medals, idols, lamps, 
objects in glass, terra cotta, statutes, 
aud articles of domestic life. It was 
only during the present century that 
the Turkish government has per- 
mitted extensive researches among 
these ancient ruins; and it is but re- 
ce^tly thai; the most interesting and 
valuable discoveries have been made 
by the American Consul st Cyprus, 
Gen. di Cesnola, who commenced 
his extensive explorations in 1870. 
Tbe collection made by him is the 
most valuable of all the antiquities 
before discovered in the island, con- 
sisting of rings, necklaces, beads, but- 
tons, spoona, etc , many of them gold 
and'wrought with great skill in exe 
ontioo and design. Over the grave 
of these burled cities, with their en- 
tombed warriors, whoso names and 
deeds are lost in the mists of cen- 
turies, will E igland keep living 
watch to check the aggressors of the 
nations who yet see in Cyprns and 
other lands where civilization first 
beheld the dawn, inviting fields to 
possess. 


.A COMING EVENT. 


Not least among the interesting 


events of tbe coming month of July 
will be the assembling of an Interna- 
tional Conference of 'he Jewish peo- 
ple in Pans. It is expected that del- 
egates will be in attendance from 
every part of the globe. Among tbe 
matters which will occupy the atten- 
tion of the Conference are: Tbe con- 
dition of tbe Jewish residents rf tbe 
Dauubiau principalities and of Rus- 
sia, Morocco, and Persia; the best 
means for securing industrial and 
edni-atioual advantages for tbe Jews 
of Jerusalem; the adoption of meas- 
ures for tbe promotion of Hebruw 
education und for the advancement 
of Hebrew literature. 
Another im 


portant subject to be considered is a 
proposition to convene a synod for 
the purpose of inquiry into tha con- 
dition of modern Judaism and the 
uuthoiitative exposition of Jovviah 
ecclesiastical law. Ir. will be remem- 
bered that within the past few years 
two synods have been held, avowedly 
tor this pnipose, one at .Leipzig, at- 
tended ohiftly by European Jews, 
and the other at Philadelphia, at 
tended exclusively by American Jews. 
The proposition to be considered at 
tbe coming Conference is to call a 
synod ntiich shall represent the Jews 
all'over the woild —S. F. Call.
